All over the country people are now

cent on freight. In some parts of the 
east the freight increase runs as 
kigh as 40 per cent. Throughout the 
United States the freight increase 
runs about 33 1-3 per cent. It is es- 
timated that the advance in passen- 
ger rates will increase railroad gross 
•earnings by about $20,600,000 month- 
ly, more than 100,000,000 people par- 
ticipating in the payment of this in- 
creased1 sum.

These in- 
creases will average 20 to 40 per cent 
in freight tariffs and from 20 to 33 1-S 
per cent for passenger service. 


Express rates also are on the up 


grade. The American Railway Ex- 
press company is expected to advance 
its tariffs about 25 per cent, though 
there has been no announcement as 
to when such increases will become 
•effective.

AIR MAIL SERVICE 


KEY WEST-HAVANA 


Airplane mail service between the 


United States and Cuba will be in- 
mgurated this fall, says Postmaster 
Genefat SurTeson in Snnomicing the 
first contract for the dispatch of for- 
3ign mall by seaplane. The contract, 
made between the government and 
the Florida-West Indies Airways com- 
pany, calls for daily transportation of 
mail between Key West and Havana 
for one year from October 16. 


"Train No. 85, leaving New York at 


9:15 a. m., with the night's accumula- 
tion of mail and arriving at Key West 
at 10:50 a. m. the following day," 
says the postmaster general's an- 
nouncement, "is the mail train connec- 
tion between Key West 
and 
Ha- 


This will result in the placing 


of American mail in the Havana post- 
office in time for delivery, at least in 
the business district, the same after- 
noon, and thus enable a reply dis- 
patched by the returning seaplane 
which leaves Havana at 5 p. m., and 
connects with the 9 p. m. northbound 
mail at Key West." 


Mail of first class weighing four 


1919. the total assessed valuation of 
real estate property in the city is 
$638,270. and the total assessed val- 
uation of personal property is $120,- 
930, making a total assessed valuation 
of $759,200.

CITRUS INTERESTS WILL HOL» 


MEETING AT ORLANDO NEXT 


WEEK TO CONSIDER THE MAT- 


TER. 


All organizations and individual 


growers interested in the citrus in- 
dustry are invited by the Orlaod* 
board of trade at attend a meeting i« 
that city next week Thursday after- 
noon to take action toward asking th» 
federal horticultural board for aid fat 
preventing the establishment of th» 
black fly in Florida through tha pro- 
posed shipment of citrus fruit from th» 
Isle ot Pines and Cuba into the Unite* 
States. 


The call was issued following a 


meeting of the citrus committee of th« 
Orlando board of trade with Dr. J. H. 
Montgomery, quarantine inspector of 
the state plant board. Dr. Montgom- 
ery told of the weak points in the 
quarantine service of the state plant 
board which make it imperative that 
further aid be secured 'from some 
source to protect Florida citrus grow- 
ers from the black fly peril 


Dr. Montgomery pointed out that at 


present many railroad cars are being 
sent by ferry from Key West, taken 
into the interior of Cuba, loaded with 
fruit, and returned the same way. 
These cars come direct from the black: 
fly L'.fested groves and are sent north, 
the entire length of Florida, where 
citrus groves are scattered all along 
the way within a stone's throw of the 
train. 
It is easily possible for the 


black fly to be carried on or in thes* 
cars, and escape while 
in transit 


through the state, according to Dr. 
Montgomery. 


The state plant board has been 


maintaining a quarantine service an3 
plant inspector at Key West and Port 
Tampa since the winter of 1915 and 
1916, when shipments of citrus fraita 
from the West Indies first began. The 
inspectors at these ports have kept 
out much infected fruit, but with th« 
increasing number of shipments atten- 
dant upon the establishment of a ship 
line direct from Tampa to the Isle ot 
Pines, it will be hard for the staU 
plant T>oard to take care of the situa- 
tion without increased funds and au- 
thority. 


It is stated that the means can b* 


provided in only three ways: First,' 
by private contribution; second, by 
state legislation; third, by the federal 
government through the federal horti- 
cultural" board. The first two means 
do not appear feasible, therefore, the 
citrus committee decided that this 
matter should be taken before the fed- 
eral horticultural board for action. 
The shipping season is just beginning 
in Cuba and unless action is taken at 
once to handle the situation the black 
fly may become established in Florida 
and the state will have a repetition of 
the citrus canker menace.

PEOPLE ARE NOW PAYING IN- 


CREASE OF ONE-FIFTH IN THE 


PASSENGER FARES AND ONE- 


. FOURTH IN FREIGHT. 


All over the country people are now 


paying tbe increased rates on passen- 
ger, Pullman and freight fares. Since 
the new rates became effective last 
•week the people are paying a 20 per 
oent increase on passenger fares, SO 
SOT cent on Pullman tares, and here in 
the southeast an increase of 25 per 
cant on freight. In some parts ot the 
east the freight increase runs as 
kign as 40 per cent. Throughout the 
United States the freight increase 
runs about 33 1-3 per cent. It is es- 
timated that the advance in passen- 
ger rates will increase railroad gross 
•earnings by about $20,600,000 month- 
ly, more than 100,000,000 people par- 
ticipating in the payment of this in- 
creased sum. 


Over the Florida East Coast rail- 


road, of course, as over every railroad 
in the country, the increased 
tariffs 


are 'in effect. A ticket to Jacksonville 
now costs the traveler $4.85, this b&- 
ing a 20 per cent increase over the 
former cost, $4.04, and between all 
other points on the road the pres- 
ent tariff may be easily figured by 
adding one-fifth to the ticket prices 
that have prevailed heretofore. For 
the new Pullman rates add one-half of 
the old fare, and thus obtain the new 
rate. 


Authorization for advances in pas- 


senger fares in the Great Lakes and 
coastwise service has also been an- 
nounced by the shipping *>oard. These 
rates may be made effective at any 
time on one day's notice, but may be 
•deferred antil January 1, 1921, at the 
discretion of the carriers. These in- 
creases will average 20 to 40 per cent 
in freight tariffs and from 20 to 33 1-S 
per cent for passenger service. 


Express rates also are on the up 


grade. The American Railway Ex- 
press company is expected to advance 
its tariffs about 25 per cent, though, 
there has been no announcement as 
to when such increases will become 
-effective. 


The additional increase or sur- 


charge, in Pullman tariffs is due to 
the fact that a Pullman carries -only 
about one-third the number of passen- 
gers an ordinary coach will a*contmo-' 
date. Money accruing from such sur- 
charges will go direct to the lines 
hauling the Pullmans. 


CITY MARSHAL ROLLO 
PLACED UNDER ARREST

"The arrest was made following in- 


formation furnished by B. F. Mellick 
and J. A. Martin, prohibition agents. 
It is alleged that Rollo suppressed 
evidence that he should have fur- 
nished the government. The charge 
s made that he had secured a quan- 
tity ot liquor which had been hid near 
a lake in his county and which had 
been shown him by two boys who had 
discoveied tliair find while out fish- 
ng. 
Tfap beys told their father and 


he in turn Informed Rollo. It is said 
that Rollo met the boys and they 
took him to the place and then, it 
is alleged, he gave the boys money 
to not say anything about the mat- 
ter, while he took charge of the find, 
never making any report thereof, it 
is alleged. 


"It is stated that the government 


agents are also alert to the fact that 
some officials have in their posses- 
sion liquor which they 
confiscated, 


but of which they have never made 
any report to those to whom such 
reports should be made. The agents 
iave out a number of nets it is un- 
derstood, and other arrests may soon 
!ollow."

AIR MAIL SERVICE 


KEY WEST-HAVANA 


Airplane mail service between the 


tTnited States and Cuba will be in- 
augurated this fall, says Postmaster 
Gener"at Bufleson in announcing the 
first contract for the dispatch of for- 
eign mall by seaplane. The contract, 
made between the government and 
.he Florida-West Indies Airways com- 
pany, calls for daily transportation of 
mail between Key West and Havana 
for one year from October IB. 


"Train No. S5, leaving New York at 


9:15 a. m., with the night's accumula- 
tion of mail and arriving at Key West 
at 10:50 a. m. the following day," 
says the postmaster general's an- 
nouncement, "is the mail train connec- 
tion between Key West 
and 
Ha- 


vana. This will result in the placing 
of American mail in the Havana post- 
office in time for delivery, at least in 
the business district, the same after- 
noon, and thus enable a reply dis- 
patched by the returning seaplane 
which leaves Havana at 5 p. m., and 
connects with the 9 p. m. northbound 
mail at Key West." 


Mail of first class weighing four 


pounds six ounces or less will be 
handled, the postage rate to be six 
cents an ounce.

CITRUS INTERESTS WILL HOL» 


MEETING AT ORLANDO NEXT 


WEEK TO CONSIDER THE MAT- 


TER. 


All organizations and indirttukl 


growers interested in the citrus la- 
dustry are invited by the Orlaod* 
ward of trade at attend a meeting i« 
that city next week Thursday after- 
noon to take action toward asking th« 
'ederal horticultural board for aid fat 
preventing the establishment of th» 
black fly in Florida through the pro- 
posed shipment of citrus fruit from tha 
sle ot Fines and Cuba into the Unite* 
States. 


The call was issued following a 


meeting of the citrus committee of th« 
Orlando board of trade with Dr. J. H. 
Montgomery, quarantine inspector of 
he state plant board. Dr. Montgom- 
ery told of the weak points in the 
Quarantine service of the state plant 
board which make it imperative that 
further aid be secured 'from some 
source to protect Florida citrus grow- 
ers from the black fly peril 


Dr. Montgomery pointed out that at 


present many railroad cars are being 
sent by ferry from Key West, taken 
into the interior of Cuba, loaded with 
fruit, and returned the same way. 
These cars come direct from the black: 
fly L-.fested groves and are sent north, 
the entire length of Florida, where 
citrus groves are scattered all along 
he way within a stone's throw of tha 
train. 
It is easily possible for the 


black fly to be carried on or in thes* 
cars, and escape while 
in transit 


through the state, according to Dr. 
Montgomery. 


The state plant board has beea 


maintaining a quarantine service ana 
plant inspector at Key West and Port 
Tampa since the winter of 1915 and 
1916, when shipments of citrus froita 
from the West Indies first began. Toe 
nspectors at these ports have kept 
out much infected fruit, but with tfl« 
ncreasing number of shipments atten- 
dant upon the establishment of a ship 
ine direct from Tampa to the Isle ot 
Pines, it will be hard for the stata 
plant T>oard to take care of the situa- 
tion without increased funds and au- 
thority. 


It is stated that the means can b* 


provided in only three ways: First,1 


by private contribution; second, by 
tate legislation; third, by the federal 
government through the federal horti- 
cultural" board. The first two means 
do not appear feasible, therefore, the 
citrus committee decided that this 
matter should be taken before the fed- 
eral horticultural board for action. 
The shipping season is just beginning 
in Cuba and unless action is taken at 
once to handle the situation the black 
fly may become established in Florida 
and the state will have a repetition of 
the citrus canker menace. Dr. Mont- 
gomery points out that if the black fly 
fly may become established in Florida 
the cost and difficulty of eradication 
woud be greater than that of citrus 
canker. 


The state plant board will be at th« 


Orlando meeting in V« -e to assist in 
the matter and to advise concerning 
the proper course.
